Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the Kuo 
prior art failed to disclose a vector cross product of the feedback signal and a dither 
modulation signal and the frequency characteristic of the feedback signal is two 
times the dither modulation frequency as recited in the claims. Therefore, claims 1- 
30, 32-38, 40, and 42-51 are allowed.
